blamed by Laborite speakers on Can- 
ada’s wheat, policy. , 

‘«Russia,” he stated, ‘‘needs .mon- 
ey badly. No country is more desir- 
ous than Russia of getting the best 
possible prices for her goods,.and if 
the Soviet Union is slightly under- 
selling other nations she is doing it 
out.of her need, not for wrecking 
purposes. ”’ 

The dabate arose out of a Conserv- 
ative member’s motion of censure on 
the government for permitting the 
flooding of the British market with 
cereals, a motion aimed specifically 
at Soviet wheat imports permitted 
by. the Laborites. In defence of 
their policy the British Labor gov- 
ernment stressed their claim that 
Canadian wheat imports into tlhe 
country had caused much greater 
cstvess than Seviet imports. 

Then Mr. Gillett came forward 
with his plea for kindness to the 
Soviet, who meant no harm and were 
flooding the British market only be- 
cause it was profitable for them 80 
to do. é ‘ t 

It is a pity that the wheat situation 
should be turned into so blatant a 
political football in the British house 
and that Canada’s part in disposing 
of wheat on the British market should 
thus be kept continually in the lime- 
Ught. 


It is so evident, although it was not | 


voiced during this debate, that Can-- 
ada is also desirous of getting the 
best possible prices‘ for her goods, 
that she needs money, and that what 
dumping she has done, if any, : has 
been out of her need and not for 
wrecking purposes! 

The world wheat situation has as- 
sumed proportions which tramscend 
questions and sentiment and motive, 
and to present such an argument in 
justification of the Soviet is ridicu, 
lous. ‘Of course that is the attitude 
of Russia, as it is the attitude of 
Canada and‘ of any other country 
with a surplus wheat crop on its 
hands. 

Such a statement, moreover, is that 
particular context, implies a certain 
invidious distinction between the two 
lands, Canada and Russia, and, fo1 
the sake of seoring a political point 
jst one more rift in sentiment has 
been created by the present British 
government.
